They pointed out that Searls 


signed an oath at the time he filed 
his petition that he was not a 
Communist, that he was a qualified 
voter in Amboy township and that 
he was legally qualified to hold 
office. 


They added that the statutes pro- 


vide that in towns under 5.000 
population, the certificate (oath) 
of candidacy must be filed at least 
35 days before the election.

Resolution to U.N. 


The peace plan was circulated 1 


by the Soviet's Tass news agency, 
which said the proposals were con- 
tained in two declarations submit- 
ted as a. resolution to the U.N. nub- 
committee on disarmament now 
holding closed sessions in London. 
Many of its provisions were simi- 
lar to previous Soviet proposals. 


The bid for th* evacuation of

tion for corn. This should lie 
rather timely as many of our 
corn planters will be going to 
the field this week. There are 
several factors necessary to de- 
tettnine the proper rate of plant- 
ing corn to obtain highest grain 
yield, but the most important 
one. 
is the productivity of the 


soil. 
The more productive the soil, the 


greater must be the plant popula 
lion in order to obtain maximum 
crop yields. Thin corn on produc 
tive soil will produce large ears

lant decreases. To a certain point 
o\vever, the decrease in produc- 
ion per plant is less than the in- 
rease in aggregate yields result- 
ng in the increased number of 
lants. 
Size of the ear is a guide to 


vhether or not com is planted at 
he optimum rate for maximum 
ield. With optimum ear size fig- 
ured at '.2 pound and plant, estab- 
ishment as 87l-2 percent of the 
(.ernels planted, you should have 
maximum crop yields. If the corn 
s checked in the rows 40 inches 
apart each way. planting one ker- 
nel per hill will yield 25 bushels 
ner acre on land with that yield 
capacity. For each additional 25 
bushels per acre, step up the rate 
of planting one kernel per hill. 


For drilled corn, gauge the 


distance between kernels in the 
row by the inches obtained when 
40 is divided by the number of 
kernels that would be planted 
per hill if the corn were checked. 
Thickly planted corn has more 
slender stalks than the same kind 
of corn in a dense stand. The re- 
s.ult is more plants on the ground 
at harvest time than would oth- 
erwise be the case. 
Corn planted at high rates pro- 


duces smaller kernels as well as 
smaller ears and also a lower per- 
centage, of flat, blocky kernels. 
Moisture supply has an important 
effect on soil productivity and your 
field may have a productive level 
of 100 bushels per acre, but if you 
do not have adequate moisture, 
it will be impossible for you to ob- 
tain maximum yields. Even the 
time of planting may affect your 
yield of corn. Sometimes weather 
conditions force farmers to plant 
corn late. No matter what the 
reason may be, you should know 
the effect of planting at different 
dates on yield, on percentage of 
moisture in the grain, and the ca- 
pacity of plants to remain erect 
until harvest time. 


A summary of studies at the Uni- 


versity has shown that early, mid- 
season, and late hybrids would not 
show a reduction in yields with 
plantings made as late as May 27 
compared with earlier 
plantings. 


The yield of grain was reduced by 
plantings made in June. The mois- 
ture content is higher on the later 
planted corn and increases with 
lateness. The percentage of plants 
standing at harvest time decreased 
with lateness of planting, particu- 
larly those plantings made after 
the third week in May. Jt would 
appear from this information thai 


ture content and per cent of erect 
plants at harvest time could be 
correlated to com planted from 
May 12 to May 19. 


Effect of row width and spacing 


lit the row cause some variation 
in the yield of corn. With 60 inch 
rows, four kernels at every 35!j 
inches or 11,761 stalks per acre, 
the Urbana Experiment Station 
reports 124 bushels per acre. 
This can be compared to 40 inch 
rows with one kernel every 13>/,. 
inches producing 120 bushels per 
acre.

Just recently I have had some 


experience with what may happen 
when you do not purchase your 
baby chicks from reliable hatch- 
eries. Pullorum disease may cause 
heavy losses in baby chicks this 
spring unless you poultrymen take 
very definite steps to avoid it. 


There are no vaccines that are 


effective against pullorum. Medi- 
cines are available that may re- 
duce the death loss following an 
outbreak, but none of these med- 
icines will completely cure the di- 
sease. 


There are three simple pre- 


cautions which will prevent most 
«.-ases of pullornm disease: 1. Buy 
your chicks from hatcheries that 
have either a pullorum-passed or 
a pullorum-clean rating. 2. Brood 
your chicks where they will not 
come into contact with old hens, 
ducks, geese, other farm poultry 
or wild birds. 3. Practice careful 
sanitation in the brooder house. 
Make sure the house 1» cleaned 
and thoroughly disinfected before 
you start a brood of chicks. 


Paratyphoid is another which is 


quite similar to pullorum and may 
cause severe losses in young tur- 
kevs. It can cause losses from 10 
to 90 per cent in the affected birds. 
Diseased birds usually huddle to- 
gether, their wings droop, and 
birds may appear depressed. They 
may have diarrhea or may die 
suddenly 
without 
showing 
any 


symptoms. Treatment with mtra 
furazone has been quite effective 


growers can best guard their flocks 
against paratyphoid and pullorum 
by buying their poults from a 
hatchery that is doing a good job 
of eradicating the disease from 
their breeding flocks.

The palace staff announced that Van Vy would spend 


the night there on the studio couch. But around midnight 
he mysteriously slipped away to his home. Next day he an- 
nounced he was taking over the whole army, and that Diem 
was through. Six hours later, at three p. m., his bloodless, 
manless coup was over and he had fled Saigon for the safety 
of Bao Dai's country palace.

The Doctor Says 


Recovery Depends on Type 
Of Disease and Person 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Any person who is sick wants to 


know: Will I recover? How long 
will it take? If I do not get well 
entirely, how much will the failure 
to do so interefere -with my future 
activities? Doctors speak of this 
as "prognosis" or prospects for 
recovery'. 


Unfortunately, 
these questions 


cannot always be answered as 
definitely as one would like. Why i 
not? First, to the question of get- 
ting well. For some diseases a doc- 
tor can say with a good, deal of 
confidence that recovery will take 
place. This is because the disease 
is mild and practically everyone 
gets well. So it is with the common 
cold, for example. 


WITH A GREAT MANY other 


diseases, however, the answer is 
not so simple. The condition, may 
be mild for most, but perhaps four 
or five out of 100 develop serious 
complications from which, they do 
not recover. Under such circum- 
stances the doctor has to be con- 
servative and hedge in his prom- 
ises. If he tells the patient and his 
family that recovery is certain, but 
that particular patient is one of 
those who do not do well, everyone 
is upset. The more uncertain the 
disease the worse is the problem. 


At the beginning of an illness 


the doctor is even less well able 
to tell whether the patient will be 
in the group where favorable re- 
sults occur or in the less favored 
group. Experienced doctors natur- 
ally are reluctant to tell the patient 
or "the family something definite 
when they may have «. 50-50 chance 
of being wrong. 


THE SAME PROBLEMS exist 


when it comes to the question of 
how long an illness will last. Some 
diseases, like chicken pox, almost 
all take about the same length of 
time. A great many others vary so 
much that it is pure guesswork, to 
say how long it will take before re- 
covery is complete. 


The third question i* likewise dif 


ficult to answer. If a disease is 
present which is likely to limit the 
activity of the patient after the 
Immediate illness is over, it i« 
often impoMibto to UU tonr awe* 


the damage will be until late in 
its course.

would be true for rheumatic fever 
where the heart is affected little 
or not at all in some, and in others 
so much that there is tremendous 
limitation on activity later.

Austria Treaty 
Talks Remain 
In Deadlock 


VIENNA. Austria WV— The Big 


Four ambassadors planned a final 
session on the Austrian independ- 
ence treaty today. If they still can- 
not agree on the reparations clause 
officials reported, the deadlock will 
be left for the four powers' foreign 
ministers to break. 


Despite the continuing East-West 


disagreement, many Austrian of- 
ficials, were still confident that the 
four ministers— Russia's V. M. 
Molotov, U.S. Secretary of State 
Dulles, British Foreign Secretary 
Harold Maemillan and French For- 
eign Minister Antoine Pinay — 
would corns here this weekend to 
conclude the long-delayed treaty. 


The four 
occupation powers' 


ambassadors have been meeting 
lere since May 2 to bring up to 
date the treaty draft worked out 
n 1949. For the past two days they 
lave been stymied by Soviet Am- 
bassador I. I. Ilyichev's refusal 
o incorporate into the treaty eco-

.sed Austrian 
Chancellor Julius 


rlaab in their Moscow conference 
.ast month. 


Ilyichev demanded that the trea- 


ty's important Article 35 stand as 
written—giving the Russians ex- 
tensive Austrian holdings for 25 
to 30 years, assets of the big Dan- 
ube Steamship Shipping Co. and 
150 million dollars in cash for 300 
industrial concerns seized after the 
war. 


Molotov in his Moscow meeting 


with Raab agreed to return the 
oil fields to Austria in exchange 
for 10 million tons of oil, to give 
back the shipping company and 
to accept goods Instead of the 150 
million cash. 


In the negotiations here the So- 


viet ambassador said the Russian 
concessions should be the subject 
of a bilateral agreement between 
the Soviet Union and Austria. The 
Western envoys opposed this, con- 
tending that any such pact they did 
not sign might give the Russians 
an excuse for meddling with Aus- 
tria in the future.

NEW YORK (» — Scrap steel 
irices have slipped from their 
efty perch—and a few year* back 
such a drop would have been 
ooked upon as foretelling a de- 
line in steel production. 


Copper prices in London have 


aken an even sharper tumble— 
and that could foreshadow an sat- 
ing of the tight supply here. 


Prices of aluminum and lead 


scrap also have turned soft. 


* StiH Optimiatic 


But, in the face of all theae fac- 


;ors that once would have been 
considered a barometer of easing 
production, metalmen here seem 
as optimistic as ever over the 
bright prospects for all of 1955 in 
the metalworking industries. 


Steel mill schedulea are holding 


at record levels. Steelmen say 
scrap prices aren't a barometer 
this time. They have been easing 
because supplies of scrap have in- 
creased. Also, many steel mills 
are using more iron in their mix 
and less scrap. 


Makers o£ steel, conning their 


order books, see no letup in de- 
mand and production for some 
time ahead—barring labor trouble. 


Copper producers admit that the 


sharp drop in the price at London 
—where Rhodesian metal can now 
be bought for one cent; a pound 
less than here—will tend in time 
to ease the shortage in the United 


States,' and thus may fortell low- 
er prices later. Copper now sells 
at 3« cents a pound, 6 cents high- 
er than at the start of the year. 


Flows To IT. S. 


Chile is expected to be less in- 


terested in selling its copper in 
Europe from now on. With more 
of the metal flowing toward the 
United States, users of copper will 
be less inclined to try to build up 
stocks. Scrap prices have already 
eased here by about four cents a 
pound. 


But there is no sign yet of a les- 


sening in the bid demand for the 
metal here. 


Aluminum production is contin- 


uing at a record pace. The de- 
mand is helped by military air- 
craft output—and also by the high 
orice of copper, a rival metal in 
some fields. Aluminum demand is 
still so high that there has been 
a tight supply situation. Producers 
say that a drop in imports is part- 
ly to blame, while the govern- 
ment's stockpile continues to take 
sizable amounts. 


Stockpiling has bolstered 
the 


prices of lead and zinc, too. The 
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government has just pledged to 
continue buying the metali, which 
all but guarantees a price^ floor 
for them.

No Planes 
Hit, Air 
Force Says 


TOKYO (ft—In a rare response 


to a Peiping radio claim, the U.S. 
Air Force declared today not a 
single bullet hit eight American 
Sabre Jets in their dog fights with 
eight to 12 Red Chinese MIGs Tues- 
day over the Yellow Sea. 


Peiping radio said Tuesday night 


the MIGs shot down one Sabre and 
damaged two. Earlier the U.S. Air 
Force said two MIGs were shot 
down and a third probably destroy- 
ed, with all Sabres returning safe- 
ly to their South Korean base. 


The Red Chinese charged the 


Sabres ivirh "grave military pr"v- 
ocation"—intrusion over Manchuri- 
an islands 40 miles southwest of 
the Reds' Antung air base on the 
Yalu River. 


There was no American com- 


ment on the Peiping charge of 
"provocation." But the original 
battle report said the MIGs at- 
tacked first over international wa- 
ters of the Yellow Sea.

Claims Lack of Planning 
Caused Serum Ruckus 


Analyst Puts Blame on 
Mrs. Hobby's Department 


By JAMES MAKLOW 


As§ociated Press News Analyst 
WASHINGTON <J>— How is the 


anti-polio vaccine going to be dis- 
tributed so that those who need 
it first get it first, whether or not 
they can pay for it? That's one of 
the biggest, unsolved problems in 
the fight against polio. 


The government—that is, the De- 


partment of Health, Education and 
Welfare, headed by Mrs. Oveta 
Gulp Hobby—had time to plan for 
this problem before any vaccine 
was distributed. Apparently it did 
nothing. 


It still has produced no answers 


although this week Mrs. Hobby is 
expected to make recommenda- 
tions to President Eisenhower. She 
is not likely to suggest federal con- 
trol. She has been against that. 


On April 12 she gave permission 


to drug manufacturers to start dis- 
tributing the vaccine. This was 
done a few hours after announce- 
ment that last summer's test on 
several hundred thousand children 
had been 60 to 90 per cent effec- 
tive. 


The National Foundation for In- 


fantile Parlysis has contracted 
w i t h manufacturers to produce 
vaccine to give free shots to nine 
million children in the first and 
second grades. All other people 
will have to pay for shots unless 
somehow they can get them free. 


What of those in the susceptible 


age group (1 to 9) who can't af- 
ford to pay for shots by a private 
physician and ha\re no other way 
of getting the vaccine? There is 
no answer on that. 


No Plan 


And what assurance is there 


those in the most susceptible age 
group will get shots before any of 
the short-supply vaccine is given 
to older people? There is no na- 
tionwide plan on that either. 


It would seem that Mrs. Hobby's 


department could have done what 
the polio foundation • did: Take a 
chance the April 12 report would 
be favorable and prepare for dis- 
tribution in advance. 


On Eisenhower's instructions Mrs. 


Hobby called a meeting April 22 
of doctors, health officials and drug 


manufacturers. They recommend- 
ed the vaccine be allocated among 
the states, without federal controls, 
on the basis of state populations in 
the 1 to 9 age group. It would b« 
left up to the states to plan the 
distribution. 


Meanwhile, as it became clear 


there would be a vaccine shortage 
extending into 1956, members of 
Congress began demanding that 
distribution not be left to chance. 
Bills were introduced to impose 
federal controls. 


Eisenhower told a news confer- 


ence May 4: "There will never be 
any child in the United States de- 
nied this emergency protection for 
want of ability to pay. Of that we 
are absolutely certain." 


Shortly afterward his press sec- 


retary James C. Hagerty said if a 
situation developed where some 
children could not get vaccine for 
lack of money, the President would 
immediately ask Congress for au- 
thority to buy up the whole supply. 


But such an idea, before it be- 


came a reality, would take time 
(1) to be aware of such situations 
and verify them, (2) get authority 
from Congress and (3J set up fed- 
eral distribution. 


And time is one of the prime 


factors in the antipolio fight, sinca 
the peak polio season arrives with 
the summer months.

Wheat Outlook 
Below Average 
Livestock Feed To 
Be Plentiful, Claim 


By OVID A. MAKTIN 


WASHINGTON «V— Early crop 


prospects point to possible bounti- 
ful production of feed for the na- 
tion's livestock and poultry, but 
to a below average harvest of food 
grains for humans. 


An Agriculture Department crop 


report late Tuesday indicated pro- 
Juction of wheat may fall short of 
anticipated demands. Contributing 
factors are federal planting con- 
trols and drought in parts of the 
•outhern Great Plains. 


But a surplus of wheat from past 


large crops will fill the gap in 
wheat production and still leave 
a lot in hands of the government, 
which acquired it in farm price 
«upport operations. 


Conditions Excellent 


Th« crop report said excellent 


growing conditions exist in the 
main livestock feed gram produc- 
ing areas of the Midwest. A large 
hay crop was said to be in the 
making. Large supplies of feed are 
essential if production of meat, 
dairy and poultry products are to 
be maintained at high levels. 


But as was indicated earlier, the 


peach crop in southern states, 
where 10 million bushels were har- 
vested last year, was almost com- 
pletely wiped out by spring freezes. 


The report said the farm out- 


look remains discouraging in parts 
of the southern Great Plains, where 
chronic drought 
persists. 
Crop 


growth In the Pacific Coast states 
and in much of the West was de- 
layed by bad April weather. The 
report said production of spring 
commercial 
vegetables for 
the 


fresh market is expected to be 
larger than indicated a month ago, 
largely reflecting improvement in 
areas not severely affected b> 
freezes in late March. 


Orange Crop Up 


The 1954-55 season orange crop 


is expected to total 5 per cent 
more than in the previous season, 
v.ith supplies to be harvested after 
May 1 being about 
one-fourth 


larger than last year. 


The %vmter wheat crop was fore 


cast at £o3 million bushels com 
pared with ~°l million last year 
and with a 867-million-bushel aver 
age for the last 10 years. The 
largest rye crop since 1922 — 29, 
300,000 bushels — was forecast. 


Hybnd corn is credited with 


raising Iowa's corn yield from an 
average of 35 bushels an acre to 
52 5.

Three Illinois doctors Tuesday re- 
ported "most encouraging" results 
in a relatively new tranquihzing 
drug called Frenquel in the treat- 
ment of mildly disturbed mental 
patients. 


The outstanding features in use 


of the drug, they said, is "the ab- 
sence of any untoward side reac- 
tions." such as lowenng of blood 
pressure or alterations in the heart 
rate. 


Such reactions, another doctor 


said, are possible with two other 
new tranquihzing drugs—reserpme 
and chlorpromazine — although 
"these complications have been 
minor up to the present time."

Dr. H. E. Himwich and two col- 


leagues of Galesburg State Hospi- 
tal, in a prepared report to the

Psychiatric

promazine. 


Dr. Tompkins said a fall in blood 


pressure, alteration of the heart 
rate, jaundice, blood changes or 
palsy like tremors are sometimes 
seen after use of reserpine or 
chlorpromazine "but all of these 
so far have been reversible—that 
is. when you withdraw the drug, 
the patients quickly get over these 
symptoms."

makers of the CIO United Steel- 
workers convene today to set the 
exact amount of §. raise they'll 
seek tor 600.000 workers in the 
basic steel industry. 


St«elworkers now average $2.33 


an hour. 


Meetings of the union's 39-mem- 


ber executive board and 170-mem- 
b«r wage policy comimuee were 
scheduled. 


The meetings came as th« steel 


industry was booming: along a.t 
near-capacity production. More 
steel was made last week than in 
any previous week in history. Most 
companies reported sharp increas- 
es in first-quarter income. 


Th« industry is operating under a 


two-year contract with the USW, 
signeti last June. Though 1954 was 
a poor year for production, USW 
members won a 12-cent hourly 
package, including a 5-cent an hour 
pay hike. The union has the right 
to reopen discussions this year on 
wages only. 


The guaranteed annual wage, 


prime issue in current contract 
talks between the CIO United Auto 
Workers and Ford and General 
Motors, .will not be discussed in 
steel negotiations. 


Past practice of the policy com- 


mittee has been to keep the amount 
of raise being sought a closely 
guarded secret, at least until nego- 
tiations were well under way. 


The wage talks are expected to 


start late this month -with U.S. 
Steel Corp., the world's largest 
producer. A settlement with Big 
Steel usually sets the pace for the 
rest of the industry. 


Industry officials say any wage 


hike would be offset by an increase 
in the price of steel. 


Observers feel there is little like- 


lihood of a ateel strike..
